To declare otherwise ts to brand 
oneself ‘as’ stupid. Motorists are 
just, ag human, just as peaceful, 
and just as cons{derate ‘as any, 
other" section ‘of the community.

Bigotry Is. rife In the ‘agitations 
now: belng carried. on against, ma- 
toring. One would. be amused at 
recent speeches on the subject if

How many people know, for ex-

* Pedal Cycle Casualties 

Not so many years ago the pedal 
cyclist: was the target for, all the 
‘plame.’
